On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. An article 
in November 26, 1957 issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party to be known as the 
United White Party." According to the article, the party 
was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, 
at which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was reported 
as being opposed to all "race mixing organizations and indi¬ 
viduals." 

The July, 1953 issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party," reported that rank and file 
■"States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party," with national offices 
at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
/ notorious anti-Semites. 


Issue Number 19, dated June, I960, "The Thunderbolt," 
announced the address of the headquarters of the HSR? had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office Box 
783, Birmingham, Alabama. 

On June 17, I960, a source advised that Edward R. 
Fields, the Information Director of the NSRP, is the indi¬ 
vidual who "runs the NSRP." 

"The Thunderbolt" continues to publish articles 
attacking Negroes and persons of the Jewish faith.

To Coordinators, Section Leaders, and Chapter Leaders: 

As you know, we have leaned over backwards, ever since the 
Society was formed, to avoid criticizing other groups or leaders 
who appeared to be, or even claimed to be, fighting the Com¬ 
munists in their own way. We have cooperated with and sup¬ 
ported, as well as we could, all such groups which we ourselves 
felt were honestly opposing Communism. And we have ignored 
many vicious, extensive, and long continued attacks on ourselves, 
both open and undercover, on the part of several of these groups 
—: both because there is no room or time in this fight for personal 
resentments, and also to do all we could to minimize friction and 
feuding in the whole Conservative movement. 

Reluctantly, and after long hesitation, therefore, we have come 
to the conclusion that our responsibility to our membership re¬ 
quires us to issue the following statement: We do not recommend 
the support by our members of the programs or activities of 
Mr. Richard Cotten. Our reasons include the following: 

1. Mr. Cotten’s sponsorship of Kilsoo Haan. 

Dorn in Siberia of Korean parents, Mr. Haan has spent most of his life in 
China, Japan, and then the United States. He has been a lifelong enemy of 
Syngman Rhec. During the early years of World War II Mr. Haan ingratiated 
himself into a position of influence with members of our State Department in 
Washington: used that influence all he could to undermine the prestige and 
following of Rhec; and thus provided Rhee’s enemies in our government with 
the argument that Rhcc's plans and hopes for a Republic of Korea, independent 
of both Japan and the Communists, should not be supported, because /be 
Koreans themselves were too divided. (Which was not true. The eventual 
elections proved the Korean people to be overwhelmingly behind Syngman Rhee.) 

Mr. Haan was for ten years a regular and important contributor to the 
bilingual Korean-English newspaper, Korean Independence, which began publi¬ 
cation in Los Angeles in about 1943. The House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, in its annual report for 1 9 5 5, stated that "Korean Independence is 
exclusively a vehicle for Communist Party propaganda." Syngman Rhec him¬ 
self on being pressured by officials of our State Department to form a "coalition” 
with Kilsoo Haan, once replied that in his (Rhee's) judgment, to unite with 
Haan would have no other effect than to encourage the Korean Communists. 
There is a great deal more to the unsavory story of Kilsoo Haan and his 
associates. But the net result is that no really informed anti-Communist with 
careful judgment would touch Kilsoo Haan with a ten-foot pole. 
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2. Mr. Cottcn’s support of PRAY. 

The initials Hand for Paul Revere Associated Yeomen, Inc. of New 
Orleans. Typical of PRAY’j rabble-rousing approaches is their published news¬ 
letter of March 22, 1964, which predicted categorically that Conservatives 
would sweep the 1964 elections but that the Reds would then and therefore 
try to seize control of our country immediately by force. This PRAY release 
was filled with warnings such as the following: 

"Consult with your next door neighbors on HOW best to protect your 
farqity and home. Arrange to wear certain kinds of caps or shirts for identifica¬ 
tion; so you won't be firing at one another in the confusion. Do NOT organize 
the whole block in your neighborhood, as 10% of the people are probably on 
the OTHER side — trained for "leadership" of such neighborhood groups, to 
sell you into do-nothing surrender. De your own LEADER of your own house¬ 
hold ... and make it an ARMED ARSENAL!" 

"But BE SURE you have a TWO-WEEKS SUPPLY of food and water 
on handl If NOT, you'll WISH YOU HAD!" 

"But DON'T wait until November! The Reds would CERTAINLY beat 
us to the punch, when they sec a CERTAIN Conservative win coming next 
November. They most probably EXPECT IT ALREADY!" 

"This entire battle will come to a climax by November." 


3. Mr. Cotton's support of The Miitutcmen. 

We would have allowed the fact that, and the extent to which, we so 
completely disagree with the plans and purposes of The Minnlcmen to remain 
a matter of private opinion, had not Mr. Robert DePugh, founder and head 
of the group, used the pages of the St. Lmth Tent-Di i pat eh, on June 22, 1964, 
to publicize specific falsehoods and general misinformation concerning his 
former rel ations w ith the Society. We immediately corrected his statements, 
in the June 2) is sue of the~S/. Louis Globe-Demo crat. and then covered the 
whole matter In our August Bulletin. In the meantime, Mr. Cotten had used 
most of his July !4, 1964 CONSERVATIVE VIEWPOINT to praise and 
quote from "Bob DePugh and the MINUTEMEN." 

Now Mr. Cotten and Mr. DePugh have a perfect right to hold and preach 
their views, and even the views of PRAY — at least if they stop short of 
promoting or leading guerrilla activities by armed bands. But these are not the 
views of The John Birch Society as to how this struggle can be and must be 
won; and they are not conducive to support of Mr. Cotten by the Society.

4. Mr. Cottcn’s threatened action against the "building and loan” 
industry. 

In a letter dated April 23, 1964, on his Consenalii/e Viewpoint stationery, 
Mr. Cotten said: "As an arch conservative, I just attended the Congress of 
Freedom in Birmingham, Alabama and during a conversation with a resident 
of that community I brought up the matter of my dislike of the building 
and loan and particularly their influence in California, which I feel to be 
virtually diabolic ... the building and loan in California is simply taking all 
the money of widows for the higher banking rate of interest. They are getting 
dangerous, indeed, and I have seriously considered blowing the whistle on it, 
as it were ... I feel the building and loan is a trap and inevitably people will

lose their shirtl . . . 1 am of the firm opinion that if by carefully planting 
seeds in programs here over possibly a wcek-two-week period, I could start a 
major panic in the building and loan. At least in the West here where it needs 
it so badly." 

Mr. Cotten has expressed these same views on many occasions. Again, he 
has a perfect right to do so. But we see no reason why he should be helped to 
propagate them, or implement them, by members of The John Birch Society. 

J. Mr. Cotton’s love of scnsntionalism. 

He believes in "tell ’em what will get 'em excited, and stir 'em to action — 
and contributions." He says that he can reach, and bring into the fight, people 
who will not even listen to us, because we are too mild and restrained. (These 
statements are as nearly and exactly verbatim as I can recall them, from the 
one conversation we ever had together. He was quite serious, and has proved 
by his actions and broadcasts that he certainly meant what he said.) 

Mr. Cotten has a right to establish his own policies, and it is not our duty 
or desire even to argue about them except as they involve ourselves. But since 
we art so "mild and restrained," — which will undoubtedly come as quite a 
surprise to Nelson Rockefeller — l see no reason why we should subscribe to 
these policies of Mr. Cotten, or recommend him and his methods to our members. 

6 . Mr. Coctcn’s attacks on The John Birch Society. 

These have been going on undercover for a long time, even while he was 
praising the Society openly on his broadcasts — obviously in order to win 
financial and moral support from our members. His chief method here has 
been the clandestine circulation of a printed sheaf, running twenty-one legal- 
size pages of typewriter type, or about ten thousand words, entitled: "The 
SMEAR of Richard Cotten by The John Birch Society COORDINATORS in 
the State of California." 

Mr. Cotten, when he was just getting started in his anti-Communist 
activities in Bakersfield, California, joined The John Birch Society. Later, he 
resigned; primarily it appears over criticism by some of our members and 
Coordinators about what they considered his “anti-Semitic" views and activities. 
He makes much out of the fact that the very man who first brought him into 
the Society — one of our ablest and most dedicated members in Bakersfield, 
and who arranged my two-day seminar there a few years ago — became one 
of his most severe critics. And he makes even more out of the fact that our 
Coordinator at the time he joined, and who became very friendly with him in 
those early weeks or months wrote a letter a year or so later, after this Co¬ 
ordinator had been transferred to our Home Office in Boston, in which this 
Coordinator said: "Without going into detail, and without attempting to 
evaluate Mi*. Cntten's pnrpn«e* or ubjeetlves, let me simply sMU tllal 1 cannot 
romumUor a tingle worthwhile end lading contribution that he added (0 (hf 
Conservative Movement in the Bakersfield area. This it obviously and Hd> 
fortunately true despite the fact that he appeared to spend all of his time pro¬ 
moting the Conservative causes, despite his radio broadcasts, and despite the 
assistance he received from several Conservative leaders in Southern California. 
I mention this point, rather than discussing any damage Mr. Cotten may have 
done, because I feel that this absence of a positive contribution is more obvious 
and more important." 
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The simple truth is that both this Coordinator, and the influential member 
referred to above, had sharply changed their opinions of Mr. Cotten on getting 
to know him better. And since they, and others like them, were compelled by 
circumstances and by inquiries, to say so, Mr. Cotten considered that he was 
being smeared. 

It would take more space than we have to write, and more time than you 
have to read, an analysis of this 2 I-page document, adequate to set the record 
straight. Mr. Thomas Hill, our National Director of Field Activities, tells me 
that in his opinion 2 5% of Mr. Cotten's complaints have some basis in fact 
and are reasonably justified. And we are very sorry that this should be even 
one percent true. But we believe it was primarily a lack of good judgment and 
moderation on Mr. Cotten'j part, in connection with anything that bothered 
him which caused reactions on the part of our people, that set him off on a 
campaign of vilification of the Society — and especially of its staff. 
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And that is the crux of the problem. Mr. Cotten set out on his 
crusade with the ambition to become — and told me personally 
that he was going to become — the most important and the most 
widely heard radio commentator in our country on the anti- 
Communist side. He counted heavily on moral and financial 
backing from JBS members to enable him to realize that am¬ 
bition. In the beginning, almost in every area, he got such 
support. But in each area, beginning with his home town, as 
our members watched him operate and learned more about him, 
their support fell away. This happened without any word from 
us, even to our field staff. So Mr. Cotten’s undercover attacks 
on the Society became more extensive; and recently he has 
moved into very thinly disguised open attacks. All of which is 
his privilege. But since he is constantly moving into new areas, 
and getting strong initial support from our members in many 
such areas, we feel we should try to save such members from 
possible future regrets by advising them of these past experiences. 
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We arc neither attacking nor condemning Richard Cotten. We 
arc simply saying, on the other hand, that his active support by 
our members does not seem to us to be justified by cither his 
knowledge, his experience, his judgment, his temperament, or 
his methods. Especially when there are so many excellent anti- 
Communist radio and television programs to support — like 
those by Dan Smoot and Dean Manion and Carl Mclntire and 
Billy Hargis, to name ju$t a few — for those members who have 
the extra dollars and energy to spare.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia 
show that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
•charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under 
the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, The Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
■Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South with units in several southern states. 

On August 14, 1961, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc., would be known in 
the future as United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The second source said the name was 
changed by a resolution adopted at the National Klonvocation 
held July 8 , 1961, at Indian Springs, Georgia.

Bothof Adam's 
parents arc writers and Russian-Er.glish trans¬ 
lators. They both ha ve a record of affiliation with 
communists and communist-fronts, covering a 
period of thirty-five years. They live at 300 W. 
10S Street, New York, N. Y. 

Adam attended Harvard University, graduat¬ 
ing with an A.B. Degree in 1943. While at‘Har¬ 
vard he established a record of being an ardent 
Marxist. 

In a book entitled, "The Reuther Memorandum, " 
by William E. Mallctt, published by Liberty Lob¬ 
by of Washington, D. C. , we find the following 
(Page 25): "Adam Yarmolinsky is another Har¬ 
vard red. While there he was Editor of a very 
red Marxist publication called 'The Yardling. 1 
Kc has served as head of the Marxist Club. He 
has admitted attending meetings of the Young 
Communist League. His mother, Babette Deutsch, 
has a long and notorious Communist record, in¬ 
cluding participation in several violent street dem¬ 
onstrations in New York; his father also has 
such a record, and he is at least a pro-Commun- 
ist, according to his own actions and statements. 

It is Yarmolinsky who was the actual author of the 
infamous Fulbright Memorandum. " (This Memo¬ 
randum resulted in the censorship and muzzling 
of the military. ) 

From 1943 to 1946 Yarmolinsky was in the 
U.S. Army Air Force and, while in the Army, 
came under investigation. There is a lengthy U.S. 
Army Intelligence reporton this, the existence of 
which was e stablished during the Senate Armed 
Services Committee Hearings on "Military Cold 
War Education. " 

Major General Edwin A. Walker, in sworntes- 
timony before the Senate Armed Services Commit¬ 
tee stated (Page 1491): "The information I have on 
Mr. Yarmolinsky, he was questioned during an in¬ 
vestigation when he was in the Army. He said, 
'They'-the Young Communist League -'believed 
and Iwas inclined to believe that a so-called Com¬ 
munist government was a desirable end. 1 

"This information is available in the Army in- - 
tclligencc report. Yarmolinsky's mother, Bab- 
bette Deutsch, belongs to many Communist fronts, 
joined an advertisement last spring to abolish the 
House Un-American Activities Committee.' ..W. 

"His father, Abraham Yarmolinsky, has had 
Communist connections on a grant from the Fund 
for the Republic. Adam Yarmolinsky himself in¬ 
terrogated only the attorneys for accused Commun¬ 
ists and wrote a slanted report attacking Federal 
security operations. As a result he was made 
eventually executive secretary of the Ford Founda¬ 
tion, from which position he sought to attack and

destroy Government security operations. 

"Yarmolinsky attended the Amcr;c..n Youth 
Congress in 1 941, solicited for the Spanish War 
Relief, an operation conducted by the Young 
Communist League. He worked in the law of¬ 
fice of George Ball, presently in the State De¬ 
partment, now Under-Secretary of State, and 
Ball in turn was associated with Philip Stern, 
who as the Deputy Assistant Sec retary of State 
was technically in charge of State Department 
censorship. 

"He was on a teamwith Ted Sorenson and 
Sargent Shriver, who screened 75 attorneys se¬ 
lected for high positions in this administration, 
including Mr. Vance, Counsel for the Defense 
Department. 

"He is known throughout the Defense Depart¬ 
ment as an operator. He did not indulge in name 
calling, but his connection with communism has 
certai nly been close, and his activities have 
aided communism. 

"It has been further reported that he was with 
the Fund for the Republic. He was an editor of 
a school paper called Yardling, and during an 
era when he was investigating security and 
finding that certain areas of the administration 
were too secure, that there v/ere two people 
shortly thereafter left, that Ibelieve went through 
Mexico ar.d to Moscow. 

"He declared that current subversion was just 
popular hysteria. He had admitted attending 
meetings ofYCL, which is the Young Commun¬ 
ist League, but denies that he became a mem- - 
ber, but attended as a guest. He collected mon¬ 
ey for the Spanish War Relief under Communist 
auspices. " 

After his Army service, Yarmolinsky went to 
Yale Law School where he graduated with an 
L. L. B. in 1948. He became a law clerk for 
U.S. Court of Appeals Judge Charles E. Clark, 
1948-9; then associate in the law firm of Root, 
Ballantine, Harlan, Bushby and Palmer 1949- 
50. He then became a law clerk to U. S. Su¬ 
preme Court Justice Stanley Reed, 1950-51; 
then an associate in the law firm of Cleary, 
Gottleib, Friendly and Ball 1951-55. This is 
the law firm that gave us Fowler Hamilton and 
George W. Ball; it is also the firm of Gren¬ 
ville Clark, that old one -worlder who thought u p 
the idea of the Fulbright Memorandum which 
he wrote in a letter of "instruction" to Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy immediately after his election to 
the Presidency. Yarmolinsky wrote the "in¬ 
structions" concerning the military in final form 
for the Memorandum. Cleary, Gottleib, etc. etc. 
ij ..n international law f.rm with ar. office in 
Paris with three attorney partners there, and 
another office in Brussels with another partner. 
None of the partners in the offices in France 
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and Belgium are admitted to the practice of 
law in those countries. 

In 1955 Yarmolinsky became Director of the 
Washington, D. C. office of the Fund for the Re¬ 
public and later became Secretary of the Foun¬ 
dation. In 1957 he became Public Affairs Edi¬ 
tor for Doubleday Et Co. , Publishers, and left 
them in 1959 when for one year he was "consult¬ 
ant" to private foundations.

RENT supplement and OIVIL RIGHTS “LAW 1 ' 


This is Richard Cotten bringing you CONSER¬ 
VATIVE VIEWPOINT. 

I am going to confuse two Bills today, the 
"Rent Subsidy Bill", which has now gone through 
both the House and the Senate, incredible though 
it may seem. The second is the President urging 
new laws in the Civil Rights field, and particular¬ 
ly the one section wherein if you endeavor to be 
selective as to whom you rent or sell your house, 
if you reject o person who deems that you have 
rejected him because of race, creed or color, 
with the aid of the Justice Department he will 
bring suit against you. You will hove to spend 
your time and your money to go to Court and 
prove that you discriminate against this person, 
not because of race, creed or color, but because 
you choose not to sell or rent to the individual. 
Now, the biggest trap of all, if my antenna 
serves me well, is found in the Rent Subsidy 
Bill, because under the Rent Subsidy the Gov¬ 
ernment will pay any or all portions of the dif¬ 
ference between what a person can afford to pay 
for rent and what he is compelled to. In other 
words, if you have a "For Rent" sign on your 
property, whoever comes to the door and wants 
to rent you con not very well have an objection 
to renting to that person, inasmuch as the Gov¬ 
ernment will subsidize their rent and you will be 
guilty of discrimination if you endeavor to say 
"no" to that individual I! These ore completely 
interwoven, and to further complicate the pic¬ 


ture it inter-relates to the United Nations and 
the Convention which, in my opinion, has re¬ 
placed the Genocide Convention. 

Now, I have you totally confused, so let me 
start from scratch as best I am able. For the 
better informed, or, in fact, for all of you, you 
should be well aware by this time that Congress 
has not ratified the so-called Convention on Gen¬ 
ocide, however it is being asked to do so. Real¬ 
ize that while this Genocide may sound distaste¬ 
ful to you, that in actual fact under the Genocide 
Convention itself, spelled out specifically, their 
terminology not mine, it is an act of Genocide 
to cause mental anguish to a member of a group. 
Now, what they are trying to do is get your right 
to discriminate placed under the hands of Inter¬ 
national Law Courts. It is just that simple. It 
has been that simple since the time that they 
started this incredible affair. 

I brought you information on the 28th of Jan¬ 
uary, 1966, relative to a very revealing article 
by Mr. Horowitz in the B'nai B'rith Messenger, 
"Behind The Scenes At The United Nations", 
wherein he spoke of an historic Convention strik¬ 
ing an effective blow. It read in part as follows: 

"United Nations (WUP) - One of the great 
surprises of the 20th session of the UN General 
Assembly was the unanimous adoption of a Cov- 
enent striking at racial discrimination. 


ALL INFORMATION CONTAINED 
HEREIN !S UNCLASSIFIED , 
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"The blow, an effective one, marked the 
biggest break-through of the World Organization 
from mere declaration to implementation. Am¬ 
bassador Arthur Goldberg bailed the UN action 
as 'an historic step forward - a milestone in im¬ 
plementing provisions which are binding on the 
State parties to it.'" 

Now, mind you, I am speaking of the Draft 
International Convention on the Elimination of 
All Forms of Racial Discrimination. This, your 
Ambassador, Arthur Goldberg, naturally signed 
at the United Nations Organization. He is com¬ 
pletely in accord. 

Mr. Horowitz, in writing in the B'nai B'rith 
Messenger of what a fine bit of legislation this 
would amount to said: 

"The New Convention contains three main 
catagories of historic significance. States must: 

1. "TAKE 7 - WITHOUT deloy - effective meas¬ 
ures to rescind all bias laws and institute action 
even against 'incitement' to racial hate. 

2. "SET UP special national tribunals which 
must adjudicate violations and especially repara¬ 
tions for those who have sustained damage as a 
result of acts of discrimination. On the inter¬ 
national plane, the Convention sets up a com¬ 
mittee consisting of outstanding personalities of 
high moral stature to process complaints involv¬ 
ing international violations." 

| have to ask, as should everyone of us, what 
are the moral standards of these international 
personalities? Are they outstanding personalities 
in the Communist world or the world of the Can¬ 
nibals or some other religious cult, or are they 
Christians whose very belief and foundation and 
reason for being is based on individual freedom? 
Of course they will not be, not coming out of the 
United Nations, and we slipped that one through 
the same way as we will on the World Court. 

I now give you on excerpt from an article by 
President Johnson which appeared in the New Or¬ 
leans Times-Picayune of April 29, 1966: 

"In what is expected to be one of the most

controversial provisions of the 1966 bill, Johnson 
said, 'I ask the Congress to enact the first ef¬ 
fective Federal Law against discrimination in the 
sale and rental of housing.' 

"Johnson said the law should cover 'the sale, 
rental, and financing of all dwelling units. It 
will prohibit discrimination on either racial or 
religious grounds, by owners, brokers, and lend¬ 
ing corporations in their housing commitments.'" 

Well, you ore in there as an individual own¬ 
er; you, as an owner, will not be allowed to dis¬ 
criminate in the sale or rental of your property. 
In other words, you cannot have the Great So¬ 
ciety and have Freedom! Now the Rent Subsidy 
Bill is very carefully interwoven, folks, I did 
this on my Script number 95, which was brought 
to you on April 22nd. It is still in print, and 
since this has become the law you should want to 
know what a competent lawyer, now a Congress¬ 
man, Congressman Dickinson, has to say about it. 
He refers to the fact that this appears to be the 
implementation, this Rent Supplement Program, 
from the demand that you have to rent to whoever 
comes knocking at your door, to the fact that 
there is a Rent Supplement Program. I hope you 
see the horror. He states the following:

NEWS RELEASE - April 6, 1966 

In a recent meeting at Notre Dame a group 
of liberals, to which the Administration pays at¬ 
tention, designed a Federol program to force de¬ 
segregated housing in the United States. 

This influential group took the position, ac¬ 
cording to the Washington Post, that "rent sub¬ 
sidies would be a necessary part of such a pro¬ 
gram. " 

Belief that this entire Federal program will be 
adopted is the fact that March 25, the House 
Appropriations Committee—under White House 
flogging and with 14 of 16 Republican Members 
voting against it—authorized $12 million for rent 
subsidies with $100,000 more made available for 
immediate payments. Casually included in this 
supplemental bill, too, was $10 million for the 
highly controversial Federal Teachers Corps. 



Both were passed swiftly by the House on March 29 
after a test vote of 198 for and 190 against. 

The close tie-up between each taxpayer pay¬ 
ing part of another person's rent and the race 
issue was illustrated by the ten-point Notre Dame 
program. 

It's purpose is declared to be: 

1. Open the suburbs to low-income families. 

2. Increase the low-income housing supply. 

3. Increase the house purchasing power of low- 
income families. 

4. Vigorously enforce good housing codes. 

5. Subsidize projects aimed, from site selection 
to advertising, at racial integration. 

6. Require beneficiaries of Federal mortgage in¬ 
surance and guarantees to merchandise homes 
in a manner likely to increase integration. 

7. Provide house-hunting services and informa¬ 
tion to low-income families. 

8. Stockpile land so that future housing projects, 
including "new towns", will be integrated by 
race and income. 

9. Help the building industry offer home owner¬ 
ship to more types of persons both in urban 
and rural areas. 

10. Enact a rigid program—using the power to cut 
off Federal funds—to detect, correct and 
punish discriminatory practices in the housing 
market. 

Adoption of this program obviously would de¬ 
stroy both the American concept and reality of 
private property. This has been the foundation 
upon which our country has become richer and 
more powerful than any nation in history. 

Among those who attended the Notre Dame 
• housing integration conference were: Arnold 
Aronson of the Leadership Conference of the civil 


rights movement in Washington, D.C.; Paul An¬ 
thony of the Southern Regional Conference; John 
Field of the U.S. Conference of Mayors and 
Dr. Frank S. Harris of the New York City Hous¬ 
ing Board and a dozen others to whur.. the Ad¬ 
ministration has bowed in the past. You can look 
for such a program to be started and pushed by 
this Administration.

(F AO). 

A sum of NTS20 million (USS500.000) will be used lo improve the sanitation 
in Taiwan, including construction of 660.000 square meters of roads, 660.000 me¬ 
ters of sewerv, 18,000 public wells, 2.880 public bathrooms at well as 20 public 
cemeteries. 


Approsimaicly NT$41 million 
(USJl million) will be spent
